It  IS  useless  to  define  here  the  utility  of  stenography.  It  is  so 
well  recognized  by  the  students,  who  have  goue  through  our 
Elementary  Course,  and  those  who  have  practised  the  an  know  and 
appreciate  so  much  its  indisputable  value  that  it  would  be  superfluous 
to  attempt  to  demonstrate  its  advantages. 

There  exists  a  great  number  of  systems,  all  more  or  less 
practical^a  number  of  them  are  rather  impracticable—.  In  our 
system  there  is  no  shading,  no  position,  no  ruled  lines,  the  vowels 
and  consonants  are  joined  together  and  follow  each  other  in  their 
natural  order  as  in  the  ordinary  writing,  and  the  angles  are 
practically  absent. 

Duploy^'s  French  Stenography  is  incontestably  the  simplest, 
the  easiest,  the  most  legible  and  the  fastest  of  all.  Relatively  new 
compared  to  the  several  other  systems,  it  is  by  far  the  most  popular 
in  France,  Belgium,  Switzerland  and  in  Canada  where  it  is  almost 
exclusively  used.     Its  superiority  has  been  so   well  recognized  that

The  rules  of  the  Klenienliry  Course  should  lie  stiiitly  ol.served. 
The  signs  should  not  he  altered  nor  new  ones  <Teated.  It  is  necdle'^s 
to  warn  the  student  not  to  embody  anything  from  other  systems  in 
ouis  as  it  would  only  tend  to  (  omi)liratt  rather  than  simplify  the 
work.  Cur  '•  lificen  Hundred  Al.hrcviations  "  beinu  grafted  on  the 
•Superior  Course  as  the  latter  is  -rafted  on  the  Klement.uy  Couise. 
it  h. Hows  that  it  is  essentially  important  to  study  intclligenlly  and 
practise  oui  method. 

When  an  abbreviation  is  logically  ronstrued  and  well  ncpiired, 
ii  will  be  srcn  that  the  reading  of  abbreviated  words  is  easier  than 
unabbreviated  ones.  As  paradoxical  as  tliis  may  api)ear,  it  is, 
nevertheless,  true. 

Written  fast,  the  stenograms  are  somewhat  deformed,  the  straight 
lines  are  inflected,  the  half  circles  straightened,  ami  the  proi>ortions 
are  hardly  maintained.  In  simplifying  the  signs,  or  substituting 
simiiles  ones  for  those  that  are  most  apt  to  be  deformed  we  attain  a 
greater  precision  ;  the  movements  are  less  precipitated  and  the  hand 
becomes  firmer  and  is  no  longer  animated  with  that  agitation  which 
prevents  it  from  being  acclirate. 

The  advantage  of  abbreviations  is  that   tliey   enable   the    steno- 
,  grapher  to  attain  a  higher  speed  and  to   follow   with    ease   an   orator 
however  voluble  he  may  be. 

-A  stenographer    who    would    write    150    words    without    abbre- 
viations would  write  from  200  to  250  with  their  use. 

This  assertion  is  incontestable.  In  our  system  that  we  prei  onise, 
the  number  of  strokes  is  reduced  by  more  than  half,  the  most 
diflu-ult  signs  are  replaced  by  sliorter  and  simpler  ones.  All  these 
simplifications  conduce  to  speed  and  perfect  legibility. 

In  sentences  of  one  hundred  words  written  in  integral  steno- 
graphy, we  counted  105  strokes  of  the  pen  to  only  3,5  in  abbreviated 
style.     A  gain  of  35X. 


The  process  of  aliltrcvi.itions  has  another  advantage  it 
economizes.  Ill  a  considerable  proportion,  the  lalioi  ot  Un.-  steno- 
grapher. If  he  has  l)Ut  one  half  ot  the  si^'iis  to  write  he  Will  tire  to 
tii.it  e\tcnt  less  and  will,  naturally,  take  down  notes  so    much   taster 

I'he  Use  of  dots,  accents  and  :iecants  jilays  a  most  important  role 
111  aM)reviatiniis.  They  oiter  this  double  advani.iL'e  :  they  indicate 
tiie  omission  of  certain  letters  and  also  of  one  or  iikhc  syllables  at  the 
end  ut  a  word. 

In  order  to  join  togetlier  certain  words  or  terms  sufh  as: 
'•and  in,  on  thai,  and  this  is  the,  Mill  oM.ading,"  vVc,  \vr  liavr 
operated  thesc' junction  ,  with  unusual  angles,  tiie  presence  of  wlm  h 
indicates  clearly  that  the  first  jKirt  of  the  sign  does  iiii  belong  to  the 
second  since  the  anijle  would  have  been  otherwise  omitted.  (Sec 
rules  ?.  4  ) 

Rules  13  and  ij  .,f  the  **  Elementary  ('(mr«H'"  and  the 
rules  I,  .',  7,,  .J  of  this  course  demonstrate  how  e.isily  .m.i  how  advan- 
tageously several  words  may  be  joined  together. 

TRAINING 

The  tiist  rule  to  follow  in  order  to  attain  iirofcssioiial  speed  in  a 
short  lime  is  to  write  the  signs  well  :  ><  ,i;oi>J  >t^n,>i;rit/>/ur  a  xooJ 
(allt;^!  iiphist.  Il  this  Mile  is  not  closely  observed,  the  chances  of 
success  will  be  greatly  lessened.  It  is  always  easy  to  read  notes  that 
have  been  written  slowly  but  not  (|uite  so  when  the  stenograms  have 
been  written  at  a  great  speed  and,  as  a  natural  consecjuence,  more  or 
less  deformed. 

The  second  rule  to  follow  is  to  eliminate  all  the  accents  and  dots 
as  used  in  the  "  Elementary  Course".  Our  Superior  Course,  as  we 
have  already  slated,  is  based  on  their  omission  whic  h,  be  it  said, 
does  not  oiler  ih^  slightest  diffic  ilty  ])rovided,  of  course,  the  vowels 
are  written  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  rules  laid  down  in  the 
Klementary  Couise. 

We  advise  the  teachers  who  take  a  real  interest  in  the  welfare  of 
their  j)  lils  and  who  wish  to  form  com])etent  stenographers  to  teach 
these  rules  so  that  the  student  may  be  able  to  eliminate  all  accent- 
uations from  the  start  and  thus  facilitate  his  advancement  in  the 
Superior  Course. 

Another  i>rinciple,  no  less  important,  is  not  to  tolerate  any  use- 
less or  incorrect  signs,  'i'olerating  them  would  supply  a  too  fertile 
source  of  waste  of  time  and  of  errors  for,  once  the  habit  acquired,  it 
would  be  verv  difRcull  to  eradicate. 
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smooth  aim  fibular  moveiiu-iu  ,  tlic  jieii  should  not  stop  wlulc  [lassing 
(lOMi  ohc  word  to  anotlier  ;  the  speed  should  always  h.-  •  '"  rm,  and 
iimiitcrruplrd  ;  it  should  not  he  l.ssoned  iii  curves  no  -.eleiated 
in  slrai^lit  lines. 

I'o  use  a  comiiaiision,  the  I'en  should  move,  adv.'nre  on  the 
paper  with  a  steady  reKulaiily  as  though  it  were  put  into  niovetnenl 
by  (  l(.(  Ic  woik.  'I  he  closer  one  will  adhere  to  this  rule,  liie  less  cm- 
will  have  to  hasten  in  taking  down  notes:  /-'/.  >e,il  <itrtu\^ra/>hfr 
wfitfs  slowly.  It  is  very  easy,  indeed,  to  attain  this  nio.5t  important 
condition  ,  write  as  slowly  as  possible;  the  Mngers  — not  the  forearm 
— should  ;  love.      There  is  no  muscula.-  movcim-nt  in   stenography. 

Our  neoi)iiyti-s  i  an  hardly  write  "papa"  hut  they  believe  them- 
lelvcs  c\|»cil  stenographers  and  thov  rush  madly — tlie<'  want  to  make 
speed.  Tliis,  as  we  hive  demonstr  ued,  is  a  serious  mistake  and  will 
inevitably  compromise  the  future  ot  the  student  as  a  stenographer. 

Training  for  speed  should  only  l)eg:in  when  the  preceeding 
instructions  have  been  followed. 

.Always  read  your  notes — a  stenographer  is  not  only  a  word 
catcher,  he  should,  above  all,  be  able  to  decipher  instantly  the 
stenograms  even  when  they  have  been  somewhat  dehjrmed  through 
speed—.  Our  "  Reading  Kxercises  "  are  particularly  recommended 
to  the  student  as  they  are  most  suitably  adajited  to  familiarue  him 
with  the  signs. 

STENOGRAPHIC  EXERCISES. 

In  learning  music  or  singing  the  student  must  go  over  and  over 
again  the  same  exercises,  re|)eal  the  same  notes  ;  likewise,  to  acquire 
speed  in  stenograj'hy  and,  at  the  same  time,  accuracy  the  student 
must  write  the  same  words,  the  same  phrases,  not  only  two  or  three 
times  but  several  times. 

The  student  should  now  learn  the  abbreviations,  it  would  be  a 
mistake  to  defer  their  use.  Why  should  he  persist  writing  integrally 
words  that  he  must  eventually  abbreviate  ?  In  our  "FIFTEEN 
HUNfDREI)  .\BBREVIATION.S"hemay  select  those  that  will 
be  most  useful  to  him  whether  he  intends  to  become  professional  or 
Court  Official  Stenographer. 

On  writing  a  text  from  the  "  DICTATION  EXERCISES, "  the 
student  will  readily  see  that  some  words  offer,  perhaps,  a  certain 
difficulty  on  account  of  their  being  more  unusual  than  others;  he 
must  correct  them  and  write  them  till  they  can  be  mechanically 
drawn,  so  to  speak. 


\o\v,  tlie  stiidt'iit  will  occasionally  time  liimself  in  order  to 
eiiahlc  him  to  see  what  progress  lie  is  making  in  speed.  Should  he 
lose  ground  let  him  start  with  a  new  vigor. 

'I"he  task  is  easy.  Our  pujiils  who  only  receive  an  hour's  lesson 
three  times  a  week  Lcenerally  reacli  the  1-5  or  150  words  mark  in  two 
or  three  months,  practising  hut  one  or  two  hours  daily. 

Is  not  the  task  extremely  easy  and  '.'ery  encouraging,  dear 
readers":"     Can  the  same  result  he  attained  with  other    systems?
